The caption 
often reads, "Where is He who is born King of the Jews, 
for we have seen His star in the East and have come to 
worship Him." 

To celebrate the birth of a Saviour with no intention 
to worship or serve Him is getting caught up in tinsel and 
tradition that does not have a great deal of meaning in 
one's daily life. 

Or, how many times have you seen depicted the touch¬ 
ing scene around the manger with the caption, "And they 
came with haste and found Mary, and Joseph, and the Babe 
lying in a manger."

Kitbuilders 
Create 
For Fun 

Not so many years ago, 
when high fidelity recordings 
first became available, you 
could walk around the neigh¬ 
borhood and be pointed out 
— with great awe and re¬ 
spect — as "the guy who 
built his own hl-fl set.” 

Today, you can still bask 
in that limelight, but you 
may find yourself sharing 
It with Mrs. Smith down the 
street who — with two 
school-age children rmd a 
part-time job — assembled 
her own color TV. 

There are more than 1.5- 
millioh pe<H>le into kitbulld- 
ing In North America today. 
They come from all walks 
of life with careers that 
range from engineering to 
entertainment and every - 
thing in between. Some of 
the astronauts, faced with 
confinement before and af¬ 
ter missions, found kit-build- 
ing a great way to pass the 
time. 

One of the reasons for the 
boom in electronic do-it-youi- 
self projects is that many 
more ty^s of kits are now 
offered. In the early 1950s, a 
quick scan of a catalog re¬ 
vealed only kits for elec¬ 
tronic devices that wei-< 
either for home entertain 
ment (hl-fl and assoclatet 
equipment! or for the elec 
tronlc technician's work- , 
bench oscilloscopes and 
vacuum tube voltmeters. , 

Now, however, thumbing 
through the la^t catalog 
reveals electronic air clean- i 
ers, ceiling fans, automobile < 
•spe^ controls, bathroom ' 
scales, electronic doorbells, - 
fishfinders, organs, radio - < 
controlled model airplanes, ^ 
auto ignition ana I y z e r s, ^ 
weather instruments, digital < 
clocks, and comolete home 1 
computer systems, to name 
but a few. ' 

Another factor is the swing ^ 
toward leisure time activl- ' 
ties that are active, rather < 
than passive. Watching your j 
favorite TV program can be 
pleasant, but watching that '

Kits used to be pretty 
scary. If it was yemr first kit, 
and you had already laid 
out the ra.sh, you could wnn- 
d<‘r abcait what kind of pig 
was in your poke. 

Best advice for the first- 
timer is to go slow, triple- 
chec9c everything, and com¬ 
plete each, step in proper 
order. 

Before you know it, you’re 
ready to plug j’our newly 
created electronic widget Into 
the wall socket. Go ahead. 
You will now join the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands who have 
been amazed to find thei- 
klt is no longer a kit, an-1 
it’s doing just what it’s sup¬ 
posed to do. 

Seasoned kitbuilders have 
no worries about whether 
the assembled unit will 
work; they are more con¬ 
cerned with the level of per- 
foi-mance to be expected. 
They’ll spend hours reading 
over catalog specifications 
for a given unit and fully 
expect their finished product 
to measure .up to the values 
given. 


In the '50 and ’60s, elec- , 
tronic kitbuilders were large- ^ 0 
ly people who already were ‘ ' 
acquainted with electronic 
concepts and techniques. 

Some were ex-servicemen 
who had built radios trom 
kits as part of their militarj' 
training. It made sense to 
pay less for better perfor¬ 
mance by gedng the .kit 0 
route. 

But there are other more 
subtle reasons for the in¬ 
creasing numbers of kit- 
builder hobbvists. Most high 
schools do not offer exten¬ 
sive training in electronics 
beyond the fiundamentals 
encountered in physics and 
chemistry.

,3 Spray tree with Wilt 
Pruf which prevents needle 
drop. Same can he used to 
prevent frost . . . use on 
wreaths and doorpieces. This 
material prevents moisture 
Irom leaving needles. 

4. Now pui in the house 
with moisture container or 
pail of sand kept damp with 
Hie solution you u.sed for 
.soaking. A tree will ab.sorh 
several pints of water so 
check it often, 

5. No hot lights this year 
on the tree. Use cool ones . . . 
and do this for living trees 
for aurc . . . turn «lf lights 
when you leave. If you use 
the regular lights . . they 
go up not down on branchcf. 
If you let them go down on 
branches, heat rises and 
dries limbs. Keep away from 
hot windows and heaters.

Food Packaging Protection 


The ’i.iws concerning fot.d 
packaging have been adopted 
to protect the consumer and 
they do Just that. 

Packaging of food products 
falls under the jiurisdictlon of 
two agencies. The United 
States Department of Agri¬ 
culture (US DA) oversees 
packages containing fresh 
and processed meats and 
poultry. 

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration (FDA) regulates 
the packages of all other 
food products. 

And so far as food pack 
aging goes, the history is 
fairly recent, with the first 


prunary responsibility out¬ 
lined in the Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act of 19,38. 

The Food Additives Amend 
ment of 1958 defines the 
term "food additive’’ and 
makes the industry respon¬ 
sible for demonstrating the 
safety of an additive before 
it may be u.sed in a food 
product. Substances that 
migrate from the package to 
the food are defined as in¬ 
cidental additives. 

The Fair Packaging and 
Labeling Act of 1966 auth¬ 
orizes the FDA to determine 
placement, size and visibility 
of required label informa-
